passeng ers ou the steamer. 
Bewail was 
married in Ban Francisco about # ix m onths 
ag o, and started ou *t trip around tl» e 
world with his wife.

bag g ag e behind them. 
The m ate’s boat 
drilled about all nig ht in th roug h sea, 
and at day break found tin nselves five 
miles from an island.

g ineers did most of the rowing and pulled 
for tiie island. 
Rain had been falling 
nearly all the time, and the occupants of 
the boHt suffered g reatly .
